The Board of Director* of 
the Hamlin Hospital District 
has called a $900,000 bond 
election for Saturday, Aug 
24. Rils amount of bonds, ll 
approved by the voters, will 
be in addition to the $500,OOO 
approved In December when 
the district was created. 
Absentee voting on the 
issue is now underway at the 
City Hall In Hamlin. The 
election will be for all 
qualified voters residing 
within the district and will be 
held in the Hamlin City Hall 
Conference Room. Polls will 
be open from 8 a.m. until 7 
p.m. 
th e additional bonds are 
needed to meet the increased 
costs of remodeling the 
Hamlin Memorial Hospital to 
meet the federal and state 
requirements. 
Current estimates of the 
cost of remodeling has been 
set 
at $650,000 by Don 
Hampton, Sweetwater ar­ 
chitect, hired by the board. 
This figure is based on

McCaulley 
School Year 
Opens Aug. 19 


It was with a deep sense of regret 
that the directors of the Hamlin 
Hospital District voted here Friday 
to go back to the people for more 
money to do the remodeling and 
renovation on the Hamlin Hospital. 
Like everyone else, the directors 
found themselves caught up in the 
same spiraling inflation that is 
gripping the whole country. The 
money that they thought would do 
the job nine months ago is simply not 
enough today. And with work still as 
much as six months away from 
being started it is hard to say just 
how much more of a bite inflation 
will take in the construction dollar. 
Last fall when the temporary 
board set the bond figure at $500,000 
it was based on the best estimates 
available at that time but it was 
without the benefit of an architect or 
engineering firm because until the 
district was approved by the voters 
there was no one to hire such a firm. 
Now the board has given tentative 
approval to a rough set of plans for 
the remodeling of the hospital and 
these plans call for an estimated 
expenditure of $650,000, plus needed 
equipment. And this is the second set 
of plans, the first set was even 
higher. 
The projected tax rate to retire the 
full $1,000,000 in bonds (the $500,000 
approved last December and the 
$500,000 to be voted on this month) is 
expected to be 40 cents per $100 
valuation. This is naturally twice as 
high as the figures projected last fall 
but then we are talking about twice 
as much money to do the job. 
This struggle to keep a hospital in 
Hamlin has been a long hard battle 
and one that will cost each of us, but 
then no one ever promised that it 
would be easy or cheap. 
The voters of the district gave 
overwhelming approval for the 
district last December and indicated 
that they wanted to pay the price to 
have their own hospital. Now we 
must go back to the polls again and 
indicate our desire to finish the job 
that we have started. 
It is just as important that we have 
a good turnout of voters for this bond 
election as it was when the district 
was created. A good many of your 
fellow citizens have donated many 
hours to this project and the least 
you can do is donate the few minutes 
it takes to cast your ballot.

The board has given ten­ 
tative approval to plans 
submitted by Hampton that 
call for reducing the hospital 
from 42 beds to 34 beds. This 
includes about 5,000 square 
feet of new construction 
which will Include a new 
kitchen, dining facilities, an 
emergency room, lab and X- 
Ray room, new mechanical 
room and a central lobby. 
This is the second set of 
plans submitted to the board. 
TTie board rejected the first 
set as being beyond the reach 
of the district. 
The remodeling of the 
present hospital building 
would include two intensive 
care units, the nurses station 
moved to the present waiting 
room, two wards in the west 
wing and two rooms without 
private baths. The balance of 
the rooms would all have 
their own 
private 
bath 
facilities and all rooms would 
be increased in size to meet 
federal regulations. 
The 
present 
air 
con­ 
ditioning and heating system 
will have to be completely 
replaced and most of the 
plumbing 
must 
also 
be 
replaced. Oxygen and suction 
will be piped into each room 
as 
required 
by 
federal 
regulations and a sprinkler 
system must be installed 
throughout the building. 
If the voters approve the 
issuance of the additional 
bonds it will still be several 
months before bids can be let 
and construction started. The 
final plans must be approved 
by several state and federal 
agencies. 
The current estimates of 
cost are based on $20 per 
square foot for remodeling 
and $40 per square foot for 
new construction.

Local Schools Announce 


It was with a deep sense of regret 
that the directors of the Hamlin 
Hospital District voted here Friday 
to go back to the people for more 
money to do the remodeling and 
renovation on the Hamlin Hospital. 
Like everyone else, the directors 
found themselves caught up in the 
same spiraling inflation that is 
gripping the whole country. The 
money that they thought would do 
the job nine months ago is simply not 
enough today. And with work still as 
much as six months away from 
being started it is hard to say just 
how much more of a bite inflation 
will take in the construction dollar. 
Last fall when the temporary 
board set the bond figure at $500,000 
it was based on the best estimates 
available at that time but it was 
without the benefit of an architect or 
engineering firm because until the 
district was approved by the voters 
there was no one to hire such a firm. 
Now the board has given tentative 
approval to a rough set of plans for 
the remodeling of the hospital and 
these plans call for an estimated 
expenditure of $650,000, plus needed 
equipment. And this is the second set 
of plans, the first set was even 
higher. 
The projected tax rate to retire the 
full $1,000,000 in bonds (the $500,000 
approved last December and the 
$500,000 to be voted on this month) is 
expected to be 40 cents per $100 
valuation. This is naturally twice as 
high as the figures projected last fall 
but then we are talking about twice 
as much money to do the job. 
This struggle to keep a hospital in 
Hamlin has been a long hard battle 
and one that will cost each of us, but 
then no one ever promised that it 
would be easy or cheap. 
The voters of the district gave 
overwhelming approval for the 
district last December and indicated 
that they wanted to pay the price to 
have their own hospital. Now we 
must go back to the polls again and 
indicate our desire to finish the job 
that we have started. 
It is just as important that we have 
a good turnout of voters for this bond 
election as it was when the district 
was created. A good many of your 
fellow citizens have donated many 
hours to this project and the least 
you can do is donate the few minutes 
it takes to cast your ballot.
